Although most small to midsized 
enterprises have not been early 
adopters of networked storage, that 
doesn't mean that these businesses 
haven't coveted the SANs of their 
bigger counterparts. After all, many 
SMEs are small personnel-wise but 
have robust storage needs. 

The big problem has been 
the justification of price. 

SANs have largely been 
unreachable to the SME 
(small to midsized enter- 
prise) marketspace because 
of costs that run into the 
tens of thousands of dollars. Over the 
past year, prices have been coming down, 
with companies such as HP and EMC try- 
ing to scale down certain storage network- 
ing products in price and scope for smaller 
businesses. But these bargain-bin products 
don't offer the same scalability or features 
as the more robust products on the market.

Soon, the innovators at Zetera hope to 
change this landscape. For the past three 
years, the small Irvine, Calif., -based com- 
pany has been working on a technology 



that its executives believe will be "a game- 
changer" for the storage networking world. 

The Concept 

The concept began several years 
ago, when Zetera' s founders, Chuck 
Cortright and Bill Frank, worked for 
Western Digital. 

"They asked themselves, 'What would 
happen if instead of using MAC ad- 
dresses, you took every drive and gave it 
an IP address,'" says Douglas Glen, 
chief marketing officer for Zetera. 

Their brainstorming resulted in 
branching off on their 

a own to form Zetera in 

2002. With the help of 
some angel funding, 
they were able to con- 
tmue their thought pro- 
cesses and research. 
They started thinking about what would 
happen if they disaggregated the drive 
and also gave individual blocks of data 
their own IP addresses. 

The result? SoIP (Storage over IP) net- 
working and a storage networking refer- 
ence design that Zetera calls Z-SAN.

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I Not Enough Mobile Security Policies 

One in five businesses that has widely 
deployed mobile devices does not have 
any security policies in place for its mobile 
security, according to a survey of 2,035 IT 
professionals, conducted by Orange PLC and 
Quocirca Ltd. 60% of the firms that do have 
security policies say they do not enforce them. 
Of those surveyed, 80% say the biggest threat 
to mobile security is their employees. The 
study approached mobile security less from the 
perspective of protecting against malware and 
viruses and more from the view of keeping 
unauthorized users from accessing corporate 
data on employees' mobile devices. 

I Dell To Hire In India 

Dell is planning to hire 5,000 workers in 
India over the next two years, the computer 
maker reports. The additional jobs will 
increase the total number of Dell workers in 
India to 15,000. The firm will open its fourth 
call center in India in April, where it will hire 
700 to 1,000 workers. Dell will also hire more 
workers for call centers in three other locations 
in India and plans to double the workforce at 
one of its Indian product testing facilities. In 
addition, Dell is considering setting up a man- 
ufacturing plant there. 

I Microsoft Growth Continues 

Microsoft reported a 5% growth in profits 
for the second fiscal quarter of 2006, with net 
income of 34 cents per share, up from 32 cents 
a share compared to a year ago. The compa- 
ny's Client unit, in charge of Windows, had 
sales of $3.5 billion, up from $3.2 billion dur- 
ing last year's comparable quarter. The 
Information Worker unit, which is in charge of 
Microsoft Office, posted revenues of $2.1 bil- 
lion, compared to $2.01 billion last year. Both 
are seen as significant because of the expected 
upcoming releases of Windows Vista and 
Office 12. Microsoft expects revenue for its 
fiscal year, which ends June 30, to be between 
$44 billion and $44.5 billion. 

I Tech Companies Unite To Fight "Badware" 

Google, Sun Microsystems, Lenovo, and 
several other organizations are forming the 
Stop Badware Coalition in an effort to fight 
spy ware, adware, and other such programs. At 
the group's Web site, www.stopbadware.org, 
users can check to see if programs they want 
to download contain spyware or adware and 
can create their own entries for badware pro- 
grams they've found. According to Webroot 
Software, badware is a $2 billion-a-year indus- 
try and costs victims billions of dollars a year, 
according to Consumer Reports. 

I Security Analysts Expect 
Targeted Attacks To Rise 

IBM's Global Business Security Index 
Report for last year shows that the trend is 
shifting from mass-mailing viruses and worms 
to more covert attacks of lower volume aimed 
at specific firms, with financial gain as the 
incentive. The report reveals that 2005 had 



significantly fewer worldwide malware 
attacks than previous years, although the num- 
ber of suspicious events IBM monitored on 
behalf of its clients rose dramatically. Security 
experts are predicting this year will see more 
targeted, financially motivated attacks, as well 
as more botnet threats — especially smaller 
botnets that are easier to hide. 

I Most Spam Comes From The United States 

In the fourth quarter last year, 24.5% of 
the world's spam was sent from computers 
located in the United States, antivirus compa- 
ny Sophos reports, basing its findings on the 
junk mail its spam filters caught. This percent- 
age is part of a trend indicating U.S. -based 
spam is decreasing; Q2 and Q3 findings for 
last year showed 26.3% of spam was sent 
from the United States, while the percentage 
was 41.5% a year before that. For Q4 2005, 
China came in second with 22.3%, and South 
Korea followed with 9.7%. Sophos also notes 
that the amount of non-English language spam 
is increasing. 

I Microsoft Gets Closer 
To Complying With EC . . . 

Microsoft has agreed to license some of 
its source code to rivals, although it's not 
clear the European Commission will accept 
this as a remedy because the March order 
required release of server protocols. The EC 
also gave Microsoft until Feb. 15 to provide 
documentation that will help competitors' 
products intemperate with Microsoft software. 
The EC has threatened Microsoft with a $2.4 
million-a-day fine if the company doesn't 
comply with the order. 

I ... But Is Criticized In The U.S. 

U.S. federal and state prosecutors say 
Microsoft is falling behind in meeting obliga- 
tions of its antitrust agreement with the United 
States. Of specific concern is Microsoft's slow 
progress in developing technical documenta- 
tion for companies that license the Microsoft 
Communications Protocol Program. Microsoft 
originally expected to have the documentation 
done this month and says more than 20 compa- 
nies have already taken advantage of the new 
licensing program. 



I Symantec President Resigning 

Gary Bloom, president of security software 
maker Symantec, is planning to step down by 
the end of March as part of an "orderly transi- 
tion." He is also vice chairman of Symantec's 
board of directors, and he will resign from 
that position as well. The firm says the posi- 
tion Bloom is vacating will not be filled at 
this time, and his team will now report 
to Chairman and CEO John Thompson. 
Bloom had previously been Veritas' CEO 
and chairman; he joined Symantec when the 
firms merged. 

I Training A Key Factor 
In Retaining Workers 

CompTIA surveyed 462 IT workers to exam- 
ine how professionals in the IT field are 
trained, as well as who pays for their training 
and what they expect from their employers. 
The study found many IT workers pay for their 
own training. Of the workers surveyed, 33% 
say they would stay in their current job even 
though their employers were not supporting 
them in their training, while 56% say they 
would look for jobs elsewhere. Meanwhile, 
when the employees were fully reimbursed for 
their training, 66% say they would stay, and 
22% say they would look for new jobs. 

I Jail Term For Man 
Who Sold Microsoft Code 

William Genovese Jr. will serve two years 
in prison followed by three years of supervised 
release for unlawful distribution of trade 
secrets. Genovese, a hacker also known as ill- 
will, was convicted of putting source code for 
Windows 4.0 and 2000 on his Web site and 
selling the code. He sold the code to Microsoft 
investigators for $40 in 2004. 

I Intel Makes First 45nm Chip 

Continuing the trend toward more power- 
ful, efficient processors, Intel announced it had 
finished the world's first functional SRAM 
chip using the 45nm process. The chip con- 
tains 1 billion transistors that are only 45 
nanometers wide. Intel began making 65nm 
chips last year and should have the 45nm chips 
ready during the second half of next year.

A Look At Providers To Meet

Cabling is a critical compo- 
nent of your IT infrastructure. 
While wireless is making signifi- 
cant inroads in IT, the fact 
remains that the bulk of data traf- 
fic traversing today's business 
networks still zooms through 
good old-fashioned wires. Most 
enterprises have hundreds if not 
thousands of miles of cable con- 
necting their IT infrastructures. 
Torrents of data travel through 
wires every second of every day. 

It's also very easy to take your 
cabling for granted. But good 
network and data center adminis- 
trators know quality cabling can 
make a difference. In this round- 
up, we visit the cabling market- 
place and introduce you to some 
cabling providers you can call 
today to help meet your cabling 
needs. Let's take a look. 

Fiber Fires Up The Recovery 

The cabling marketplace's 
downturn during much of this 
decade, says Frank Murawski, 
president of FTM Consulting, a 
market research firm focused on 
the structured cabling market- 
place, was due to the oversatura- 
tion from multiple LAN installa- 
tions across corporate America 
and the economic slowdown that 
began in 2000. These two factors, 
Murawski wrote in a recent re- 
search report (called "Structured 
Cabling Systems Market: 2005"), 
led to single digit and even nega- 
tive growth from 1999 to 2003. 



But Murawski predicts brighter 
days are ahead for the structured 
cabling marketplace: This recov- 
ery, he writes, will be led by fiber 
cabling. According to Murawski' s 
forecast, enterprises seeking to 
eliminate network throughput bot- 
tlenecks will replace their infra- 
structures with fiber cabling to 
accommodate gigabit speeds. 
FTM Consulting forecasts fiber 
cabling will become the dominant 
cabling media used in data cen- 
ters, campuses, fiber- to-the-zone, 
and riser cabling subsystems. 

Fiber's growth means traditional 
UTP copper cabling will slow 
down and eventually fall behind 
fiber. In 2006, FTM's research 
reveals, fiber revenues will total 
$1.2 billion, less than the $1.8 bil- 
lion forecast for UTP copper 
cabling. But the growth trend will 
reverse in 2008, and by 2009, fiber 
revenues will total $3.1 billion vs. 
$2.3 billion for UTP copper. 

The entire structured cabling 
marketplace, Murawski predicts, 
will grow at a compound annual 
growth rate of 15.8% from 2004 to 
2010. So at least according to FTM 
Consulting, brighter days are ahead 
for the cabling systems industry.

Buying Tips 



Trust, but verify. Once you 
purchase and install cable, you 
should request a warranty from 
your installer, based on accept- 
ed industry testing standards, 
that network links work as 
advertised. 

Research the installer. Pur- 
chasing cabling is only half 
the battle; getting it installed 
requires a skilled, qualified con- 
tractor who knows what he's 
doing. Do your homework and 
check contractor references 
before the job begins. 

Remember that higher speed 
needs higher quality. Don't 
skimp on cabling quality, espe- 
cially if you are installing cabling 
to support high-speed gigabit 
per second speeds; lower quality 
cabling can also mean lower 
quality data transmission rates, 
and you don't want that. 

Future-proof your data center. 

Unless you're a glutton for pun- 
ishment, cabling should be 
installed for the long haul. So 
avoid expensive mistakes and 
make sure the cabling, links, and 
other equipment you select are 
suitable for the networking 
equipment you plan to use, now 
and in the future.

Iconix Finds A New Way To Get Legitimate 
Messages Through, Without Filtering

After years of attacks, most 
small businesses have heard about 
phishing more often than they have 
heard about actual fishing. Thanks to 
sophisticated techniques, phishers 
have slammed corporate servers and 
made it difficult for companies and 
consumers alike to tweeze out what's 
real and what's dangerous. 

There are a number of tools on the 
market designed to lessen the im- 
pact of phishing or trap the question- 
able emails before they hit inboxes. 
But for companies that send out 
email to customers, the existence of 
these tools means their messages 
may get thrown in the trash before 
being read. 

Mountain View, Calif., -based Iconix 
has come up with a unique and decid- 
edly simple way to help businesses get 
their legitimate mail through in the 
midst of spam and phishing attempts. 

Tool Time 

The company's Iconix eMail ID 
software plug-in uses authentication 
methods such as Domain Keys and 
Sender ID to determine whether a 
message is coming from a trusted 
source. 

Incoming messages are tagged with 
company logos, called the Truemark 
service, which allows users to recog- 
nize senders. The source of the email

is compared to a registry kept at 
Iconix, creating a two-step verifica- 
tion process that can't be circumvent- 
ed by wily phishers. Only after the 
confirmation is complete does the 
company logo get affixed to the email. 

Senders have to sign up with Iconix 
to be part of the service, and so far, 
300 companies have become Iconix 
senders, including Amazon.com, 
Apple, Citibank, and Microsoft. 

The inbox can also display a buddy 
icon, made when users approve mes- 
sages from certain sources and want to 
speed delivery for those senders in the 
future. This particular service, called 
Uberfuze, also lets users consolidate 
their online identities into one area, so 
one personal profile can be used on 
services such as Myspace, Blogger, 
and Flickr. 

The eMail ID and Truemark system 
differs significantly from spam filter 
software because it doesn't catch sus- 
pect emails according to keywords or 
characters. Instead, it just identifies 
legitimate senders, reducing the num- 
ber of real messages that get caught in

Providing a system that streamlines 
how companies can get messages to 
customers is vital, he adds. "We help 
restore the value of email as an 
important communications tool," 
says Picazo. 

Deeper Need 

The use of a tool to separate the 
legitimate from the bogus has become 
necessary in an email arena that 
has far too much noise, says John 
Mozena, spokesperson for the anti- 
spam group Coalition Against Un- 
solicited Commercial Email. 

"Unfortunately, the CAN-SPAM 
Act has been limited in how it handles 
enforcement," he says. "That has 
given little penalty to spammers, 



chairman of the Anti-Phishing 
Working Group. 

"The problem of phishing is getting 
more serious and harder to control," 
he notes. "Increasingly, we're seeing 
the use of automation and more poten- 
cy with fraud campaigns. Phishers 
build on their successes, so it's diffi- 
cult to anticipate their strategies 
because they're always changing." 

For smaller enterprises, the task of 
controlling incoming mail and crafting 
effective outgoing messages can be 
daunting. But Iconix believes that its 
software can provide relief because it 
gives users instant comfort about a 
message's reliability. 

One limitation to Iconix's offering 
is that it is available on a very small 
number of email systems. The soft- 
ware can be downloaded for free by 
users of MSN Hotmail, Yahoo! Mail, 
and Gmail, and it can be used on 
Internet Explorer. In the near future,

the company plans to support Firefox 
and Apple's Safari browser, but that 
leaves users of Outlook and other 
corporate email systems out of luck 
for now. 

But small enterprises that rely on 
Outlook and Outlook Express will 
likely see support down the line, 
Picazo notes, because the company 
is already working on expanding its 
reach.

These two Zetera partners plan 
on bringing products to the market 
by the end of the first quarter. Glen 
says that by utilizing SoIP technol- 
ogy, these new offerings will be 
able to give smaller businesses an 
affordable alternative to what is on 
the market, without sacrificing 
scalability or performance. 

"The remarkable two things to 
remember about technology are 
that it provides unlimited scalabil- 
ity and unlimited performance," 
he says. 

Because the technology is IP- 
based, Glen says you can add as 



many elements as you need and 
just keep adding logical block 
addresses. The more drives you 
stripe across, the better the perfor- 
mance access speed. 

"And because it is all IP-based, 
it is extraordinarily easy to use," 
he says. "The SME ideally wants 
storage as simple as the storage 
that attaches to each PC. IT man- 
agement would ideally like to 
allocate and manage storage that 
is fully virtualized — you simply 
add volume and rearrange howev- 
er you like." 

Changing The Way Storage 
Is Used 

Now that the initial push to 
bring the technology to the mar- 
ket is over, Zetera will continue to 
refine the technology and build 
more relationships with partners 
that plan to use it in their storage 
networking products. Glen says 



that as Zetera' s reference perme- 
ates the market, we will see a real 
shift in the way storage is utilized. 
"We are not going to be impris- 
oned by the walls of enclosures 
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that feels the limits of storage fab- 
rics that depend on aggregating 
storage in enclosures in a single 
physical location. This will im- 
prove the possibilities not only for

anymore," he says. "It is the first 
and only storage fabric that is 
based on IP — every other fabric is 
physical fabric.

EMC 

EMC offers two content management and 
storage products to help data centers meet 
litigation issues and regulatory standards.

The Kazeon Information Server IS 1200 
is another option for making storage more 
searchable. Unlike the EMC products, 
Kazeon is for small to midsized companies 
that need to make all data more visible, not 
just the rich media found in a content man- 
ager. Kazeon collects all file system data 
on every data store and then classifies and 
indexes the data, making it more visible to 
the organization. The product meets the 
needs of organizations seeking a more 
comprehensive governance system. 

"Most corporate records and communica- 
tion are now created digitally," says Troy 
Toman, a Kazeon spokesperson. "In order 
to respond to court requests, they have to be 
able to search through millions if not bil- 
lions of files within increasingly shorter 
time spans. Beyond that, there are also regu- 
lations such as SEC 17a-4, HIPAA, and the 
California Database Protection Act, which 
require people to know increasingly more 
about what resides in their storage systems." 

Kazeon is highly scalable because data 
centers can customize the product to meet 
business problems and augment other search 
processes. The system uses a clustered serv- 
er approach and can categorize 100 million 
files and make over 370 file types available 
for indexed searches. Yet it runs quickly due 
to how the product discovers and indexes 
data, letting end users and admins search 
according to metadata, content keyword, 
index size, and other search term variables. 

Microsoft 

A final product that will advance the 
searchable storage market is Microsoft 



WinFS, scheduled to be released after 
Microsoft Vista. WinFS will extract meta- 
data from all files stored on WinFS vol- 
umes, making the data more searchable 
through third-party enterprise tools and 
Microsoft Desktop Search. 

WinFS will use relational algorithms for 
searches, so applications that use the plat- 
form would meet stringent regulatory stan- 
dards. For example, using WinFS, an admin 
could search for all data related to one par- 
ticular meeting or search an email archive 
for audio file attachments. WinFS is scal- 
able in that admins and programmers can 
create tools for searching disparate archives 
using enterprise synchronization functions. 
As a company grows and data is stored on 
more volumes, WinFS will support them. 

Looking Ahead 

Searchable storage will lead to new 
processes such as prioritizing data based on 
the content's business value, says Toman — a 
process that wasn't possible in the old model 
of archives based on file names. Searchable 
storage is complex, but new products help 
reduce that growing complexity.

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Getting Skin In The Game 
Of Storage Management 



Sometimes you have to get 
involved if you want to 
improve your situation. The SNIA 
EUC (Storage Networking Indus- 
try Association End User Council) 
is a group of storage professionals 
responsible for implementing and 
managing storage products for 
their businesses. The SNIA EUC 
was established by the vendor- 
oriented SNIA organization to 
communicate with the market 
about storage technology and 
management requirements. 

Don't confuse the EUC with 
SNUGs (Storage Networking User 
Groups). SNIA is one of many 
sponsors of StorageNetworking- 
.org, which organizes and facili- 
tates the growing list of SNUGs 
around the world. If you are work- 
ing with storage networking, I urge 
you to find a SNUG to get the ben- 
efits of peer support and network- 
ing opportunities. The Web site is 
www.storagenetworking.org. The 
SNIA EUC and SNUGs are differ- 
ent but closely aligned. I encourage 
storage professionals to join both. 
Here's why. 

Storage Obstacles 

Unlike most other areas of in- 
formation technology that were 
pushed to adopt standards by their 



markets, storage has largely been 
an industry where proprietary tech- 
nologies and methods have ruled 
the day. It's not really a case where 
the vendors have been unusually 
slow or devious; there simply 
weren't meaningful management 
standards available when the tech- 
nology emerged. Vendors needed 
to make their own products man- 
ageable, and so they developed 
what they thought would serve 
their customers best. Yes, they 
competed with each other based on 
the features and functions of their 
management applications, but it 
was not exactly an attempt to 
wring out the last dollars from cus- 
tomers, as some accused. It was 
simply a case where there were no 
standards to use. 

Another obstacle has been deter- 
mining what types of storage func- 
tions to standardize on. The basic 
communications functions in SCSI 
and NFS were already standards 
that had been developed over the 
course of many years. Beyond that 
there were very few categories of 
functionality that were agreed 
upon. When SANs emerged, some 
fundamental terms were not even 
available to help guide the discus- 
sions. For example, the word "pro- 
visioning" had to be borrowed 



from the telco industry to define 
the way storage resources are iden- 
tified, named, and set up for com- 
munications with host systems. 

Early Storage Management 

The first attempt at storage man- 
agement for SANs was SRM (Stor- 
age Resource Management), which 
is a tool for monitoring the status 
of storage resources and their 
capacity utilization. When SRM 
software was first developed, the 
methods for communicating be- 
tween storage subsystems and 
management consoles was not 
standardized, nor were the defini- 
tions of what was measured and 
reported. As a result, there was no 
commonality or interoperability 
among these products. 

One of the earliest attempts to 
develop heterogeneous storage 
management was a product called 
the PATROL Storage Manager 
from BMC Software. Without stan- 
dards to rely on, BMC attempted to 
build everything from scratch, 
using the varied functionality from 
many different storage vendors' 
APIs and reverse engineering 
things they couldn't get APIs for. 
In retrospect, PATROL was far too 
aggressive and too early, and BMC 
had to pull the plug on the money- 
losing initiative. 

Fortunately, SNIA had already 
started working on a set of 
management definitions that 
were eventually rolled into a 
standard called SMI-S (Storage 



Management Interface Specifica- 
tion). The basic idea of SMI-S is to 
provide a common open systems 
environment for managing the 
fundamental elements of SAN stor- 
age. SMI-S does not attempt to 
provide everything you might 
need; instead, the goal is to estab- 
lish a management breadth across

Why have three or four 
different storage management con- 
soles when you could have one? 

Success For SMI-S? 

A lot has been written about 
SMI-S — whether it will survive or 
not and whether or when vendors 
will try to comply with it in their 
products. Survival can be assumed, 
but the question is how soon it will 
become a reality for customers. 

The answer to that depends on 
the ability of storage customers to 
work together and articulate their 
requirements to vendors, and this 
is where the SNIA End User 



dealing with on their own. Chris 
Wilson, a storage architect for 
Verizon and an officer with the 
SNIA EUC, tells his vendors that 
certain SMI-S functions need to be 
available by certain dates if they 
want to retain his business. If more 
people followed his lead, the entire 
community of storage imple- 
menters would be much better off.

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Application Arrogance 



Application developers are 
a proud bunch. Like proud 
parents, they're convinced that 
their latest creation is the solution 
to the world's problems — or at 
least deserves as much attention. 

Perhaps this is why their appli- 
cations are so intrusive. Like a 
noisy kid in the booth next to you 
at the family restaurant, these 
applications often announce 
themselves with 12 bars of music 
or a trumpeting that would make 
Gabriel take notice. 

Take Microsoft Money, for 
example: When it starts, it an- 
nounces to everyone in the county 
that it's arrived. You would have 
thought the president had just 
stepped to the podium at the nomi- 
nating convention. If you try to fig- 
ure out how to disable that six bars 
of trumpeting and enter "disable 
sound" or just "sound" in the 
Money help index, it has no sug- 
gestions on how to muffle this exu- 
berance. Yes, eventually I found a 
Program Settings option that let 
me disable the sounds, but it was 
an all-or-nothing deal, so I had to 
dig into the Control Panel list of 



registered sounds and find the start- 
up noise (or something like that) 
and set it to None. What a pain. 

Announcing Non-Events 

The issue here? I'm of the opin- 
ion that application sounds should 
be far less intrusive if enabled by 
default. This means very low in 
volume and a second or less in 
duration. It's surprising how 
attuned we are to tiny sounds; it 
does not take much to get a user' s 
attention. Although sound rein- 
forcements can help productivity, 
they do not need to be blurted out 
for "non-events" such as applica- 
tion launch or tear-down. 

I can (almost) understand the 
Windows Startup sound as a way 
to verify that the sound system is 
working, but there is no excuse 
for the shutdown sound — it's just 
intrusive and adds to the time it 
takes to shut down my laptop. If 
the application wants my attention 
for something serious that it can't 
deal with on its own, then fine, 
play an appropriate tone or better 
yet, something specific to the 
issue. If it's important enough to

disturb my work, then it should be 
a special (short) tone. Anything 
gratuitous is just arrogant. 

It's Not Just Sound Arrogance 

Ah, and what's with the applica- 
tions that have to regularly update 
themselves but have to tell you 
they're doing their job? Sure, some 
utilities have to download new 



to accept or block is beyond me, 
but what makes me want to unin- 
stall it (and I'm about to) is the 
intrusive dialog that's displayed 
as it's doing its periodic updates. 
If I hire someone to do some- 
thing, I want him to do it quickly, 
quietly, and efficiently — not 
report every few minutes on the 
progress or how well he did it. To

virus and adware signatures and 
software patches to correct some 
weakness or another. That I under- 
stand. What I don't understand is 
why they have to expose a dialog 
to tell me that they are doing their 
job, a job I'm paying them to do. 

Norton Antivirus is a prime 
example. Ever since I installed it, 
I've been rudely interrupted with 
one dialog after another asking 
me if I want to block this or that. 
How ordinary people know what 



make matters worse, when Norton 
finishes its Live Update, it forces 
me to immediately reboot. Any 
attempt to disarm this shutdown 
sequence has resulted in lost 
work. Now that's arrogant. 

Windows Update sometimes 
needs an update, but it lets me fin- 
ish what I'm doing before remind- 
ing me that I still need to reboot. 
It does keep putting up that irritat- 
ing dialog (and stealing the focus) 
to remind me over, and over, and 



over . . . but I do have a choice 
and a chance to clean up the sys- 
tem, so it can restart. 

Applications— Member Of A Team 

Applications need to be written 
as if they were simply a member 
of a team that has to work togeth- 
er for the user and not the one and 
only application running on the 
system. Most of us multitask and 
have many applications working 
in parallel. It's arrogant for appli- 
cations to assume that they can 
display dialogs, pop them to the 
top of the Z-order, and grab focus 
when the issue is not of critical 
importance. This irritates the heck 
out of users, as it should. 

Suppose you're right in the mid- 
dle of an important customer call 
and some junior assistant bursts 
into the room; interrupts your con- 
centration; grabs the phone, mouse, 
and keyboard; and glues a 5 x 7 
memo on your computer screen 
and doesn't leave the room until 
you've acknowledged it. How long 
would that person be working for 
you? If it's your spouse's cousin, 
you might overlook the issue, but if 
it's a utility application, your next 
call might be to IT support to have 
it removed. Having the program- 
mer at fault report to your desk 
front and center might be in order, 
just so you could explain his or her 
role in the organization.

COBIT offers a detailed system 
of control objectives whose 
implementations need to be 
customized by organization. 

Open-source tools offer key 
benefits of closed-source alter- 
natives but may not be as 
cheap as people believe. 



Enter Christian Lahti and 
Roderick Peterson, whose book, 
"Sarbanes-Oxley IT Compliance 
Using COBIT and Open Source 
Tools," aims to show IT workers 
how to fight the Sarbox beast 
using COBIT, a growing model 
for IT governance, and the ever 
expanding world of open-source 
tools. 

Right On Time 

Books like this — though none 
with the same COBIT and open- 
source approach — have multiplied 
recently, and for good reason. As 
the authors note, a 2005 survey by 
Financial Executives International 
shows that public companies are 
spending more than $4 million 
per company to comply with 
Section 404 of Sarbanes-Oxley. 
But apparently that's not enough. 
AMR Research claims that 36% 
of companies plan to increase 
spending on compliance technolo- 
gy, while 52% plan to maintain 
their current levels. 



Lahti and Peterson's book takes 
a novel approach to the issue. 
Even with a price tag that's nearly 
$50, there's a certain value in a 
book that grounds you in Sarbox, 
COBIT, and open source at the 
same time. But it's in juggling all 
three subjects where the book fal- 
ters briefly. It devotes a scant two 
pages to defining Sarbox in chapter 
two ("SOX and COBIT Defined"), 
then spends nearly 20 pages on a 
review of COBIT. In fairness, 
Sarbox issues appear throughout 
the book, but a single, solid chapter 
on the subject would be welcome. 

But what's lost on Sarbox is 
gained on COBIT, which is among 
the best-known systems of IT gov- 
ernance in the world. Short for 
Control Objectives for Information 
and Related Technologies, COBIT, 
published by the Information 
Systems Audit and Control Asso- 
ciation, is extremely long, with 
hundreds of control objectives and 
several book-length guides. 

ISACA released a new version 
of COBIT in November, barely 
two months after the book was 
published. Although version 4 
deals more directly with Sarbox 



(and streamlines the COBIT 
learning curve, too), it contains 
enough of version 3 to make 
Lahti' s and Peterson's work a 
useful entry point for readers who 
are still new to the field. 

Opening Up Open Source 

Best, though, is the ink and 
effort the authors put into explain- 
ing open source. The chapter they 
devote to open-source business 
issues is thorough and well-orga- 
nized. Much to its credit, it also 
tackles a tough question that com- 
panies have begun to grapple with 
daily: Is open source really free? 

True, open source has none of 
the license fees that make closed- 
source software so costly, but as 
the authors note, spotty support 
and a host of other issues mean 
that open source may cost you 
more than it saves in the long run. 

The rest of the book is spent on 
a section-by- section breakdown of 
COBIT and how to customize it, 
from policies to process automa- 
tion to specific tools and even the 
nuts-and-bolts technical issues of 
the tools themselves. This book is 
first and foremost a book "by

geeks for geeks," though CFOs 
and compliance staff might find it 
helpful as well. 

The question, of course, is 
whether it will help you deal with 
Sarbanes-Oxley, a law so expen- 
sive that Scott McNealy, Sun's 
CEO, has said it's like "throwing 
buckets of sand into the gears 
of the market economy." The 
authors make no bones about their 
aspirations: This is not a book on 
how to pass your Sarbox audit. 
But it has enough instruction and 
thoughtful information to help 
you see how COBIT and open 
source can play together in the 
Sarbox sandbox.

Offload Certain Task Processing 
For Increased Server Efficiency

There are many benefits to running 
server-based applications as opposed 
to client-based applications. One of 
the biggest benefits is that you only 
have to install the program in one 
place. Rather than having to deploy an 
application to hundreds or thousands 
of desktops and then administer, 
maintain, and update the application 
on those hundreds or thousands of 
desktops, an administrator can simply 
install the software on a single server 
or group of servers. Any maintenance 
and updates can be performed on the 
servers, and the changes are available 
to all of the clients instantly. 

Many companies have taken the 
concept of server-based applications 
and changed it into Web-based appli- 
cations, enabling a much broader 
range of clients to access them. 
Server-based applications are typi- 
cally only accessible from within the 
network and may be operating 
system-specific in terms of what 
clients can access them. The Web, on 
the other hand, is available every- 
where and is operating system- 
independent. So whether a user is using 
a WinXP desktop on the local network 
or a Mac OS X computer from her 
home 2,000 miles away, the Web- 
based application will provide the same 
experience for either scenario. 

Server-based and Web-based appli- 
cations do have a downside, though. 
The server can only handle a finite 
number of connections and network 
traffic. The server is also limited by its 
processing power, memory, and other 
specifications. That is where an appli- 
cation accelerator solution or AFE 
(application front-end) comes into play. 

Doron Meirom, president of Cre- 
scendo Networks (www. crescendo 
networks.com), makers of the Maestro 
Platform application front-end, ex- 
plains that, with all of this processing 
overhead, "applications and the ser- 
vers that run them are not optimized. 
Resources are not properly allocated, 
and users suffer. Sometimes network 
administrators also suffer because 
they try to solve the problem by 
adding additional servers, even though

the ones they have aren't optimized. 
With an AFE in the system, five 
servers may suffice. Without any 
front-end offload and intelligence, 
they may need 15 or 20 servers. This 
can become an operations nightmare." 

Sharing The Load 

Rather than just providing more 
servers to increase the processing 
power and load-handling capacity of 
the systems running the application, 
an application accelerator platform

Maximizing Data Flow 

The other method used by applica- 
tion accelerator platforms to optimize 
performance is compression. When an 
application is installed on the local 
hard drive, data can be accessed in 
milliseconds, and the processor is only 
microseconds away. When users 
access a server-based application, they 
want their experience to be as identical 
as possible to having the software on 
their own computer; however, the 
speed that data travels across a LAN or 
WAN is significantly slower and can 
impact the application performance. 

By using some type of compression 
algorithm, the application front-end 
can maximize the data flow to get the 
fastest possible throughput between 
the server and the client. Many serv- 
ers are capable of performing data 
compression to minimize bandwidth 
consumption, but data compression 
requires a significant chunk of pro- 
cessing power. The Crescendo Mae- 
stro platform performs the data com- 
pression external to the servers so the 
servers can focus on processing the 
application. 

The Juniper Networks WX Applica- 
tion Acceleration Platform (www.juni 
per.net) uses a patented compression 
technology called MSR (Molecular 
Sequence Reduction). MSR enables up

helps to process the data more intelli- 
gently to provide a faster, smoother 
experience for everyone accessing 
the application. 

Application front-end systems use 
two primary methods to optimize the 
processing and data transmission 
between the application and the client 
systems: offloading processing over- 
head and data compression. 

The application servers, by defini- 
tion, need to perform the processing 
necessary to run the actual application. 
But peripheral processing, such as the 
management of the TCP connections 
between the servers and the clients, 
can be done by an application front- 
end, relieving some of the processor- 
intensive workload from the servers. 

Above and beyond processing the 
actual application, a large number of 
TCP connections must be constantly 
set up and torn down, and a large vol- 
ume of concurrent connections must 
be maintained. An application acceler- 
ation platform can also help to manage 
the processing of SSL connections. 

Meirom describes how the Cre- 
scendo Maestro platform and its SLT 
(short-lived transaction) technology 
help to offload this processing work- 
load from the servers. "SLT sets up a 
small number of long-lasting TCP 
connections between Maestro and the 
servers. Maestro, in turn, terminates 
all incoming TCP connections from 
the clients and processes all HTTP 
requests arriving over these connec- 
tions. It then uses the small number 
of server-side connections to deliver 
the requests to the servers." 



to a 10-fold increase in bandwidth by 
recognizing repeated data patterns and 
replacing them with labels. The MSR 
dictionary can store hundreds of 
megabytes of data patterns for quick 
access and fast compression. 

Built From The Ground Up 

Solutions such as the Crescendo 
Maestro and Juniper Networks WX 
Application Acceleration platforms 
are dedicated hardware devices, built 
from the ground up with the intent of 
operating as an application front-end. 
They also provide other functionality, 
as well. 

The Maestro Platform ensures that 
the traffic flow is normalized so that 
the application servers get a more con- 
sistent flow of data and are not hit 
with spikes from erratic client behav- 
ior. The Juniper Networks WX plat- 
form sends recovery packets along- 
side the data packets for indexing to 
allow for the reconstruction of lost 
packets and minimize the need for 
retransmitting data. 

There are other solutions, such as 
Microsoft's ISA (Internet Security and 
Acceleration) Server, which are more 
or less modified operating systems 
running on standard servers for the 
purpose of offloading processor- 
intensive tasks and maximizing appli- 
cation performance. These solutions 
lie somewhere in between, providing 
greater benefits than just adding stan- 
dard servers but lacking some of the 
dedicated processing and segregated 
tasks found in the proprietary hard- 
ware solutions.

Use This Technology To Meet 

Tricky Wireless Networking Requirements

Wireless connectivity require- 
ments are growing more complex as 
organizations face challenges in 
terms of facility physical obstruc- 
tions, security, and expensive 
cabling. Enter mesh networking, 
sometimes called wireless mesh net- 
working, which enables con- 
tinuous wireless connections 
between the nodes on the 
mesh network. PSTNs 
(Publicly Switched Telephone 
Networks) and the Internet are 
two examples of the mesh net- 
working you use every day. 
When signals on a mesh net- 
work encounter an obstruc- 
tion, the signal "hops" from 
mesh network node to node 
until it can establish a wireless 
connection. 

Mesh networking is a hard- 
ware solution using a hardware 
node or nodes to create a mesh 
network. Mesh networks are 
decentralized, and the mesh 
node or nodes composing a 
facility's mesh network can 
secure the best routes for the wireless 
signal while connecting to multiple 
nodes on the mesh network. 
Typically, three to five signal routes 
remain open full-time to carry 

wireless networking signals. 

Mesh Networking's Allure 

Mesh networks thrive in environ- 
ments where the coverage area is 
extensive, such as outdoors, and in 
interiors with line of sight obstruc-

As A Physical 
Security Option 



As post-9/1 1 security concerns and 
physical security requirements for 
compliancy programs such as Sarbox 
tax organizational security dollars, 
mesh networking is an attractive physi- 
cal security option offering organiza- 
tions an economic method of deploying 
video surveillance equipment. In fact, 
Firetide's Magnus Gunnarsson says 
that 35% to 40% of the interest in 
Firetide's mesh node hardware is from 
customers seeking to extend their 
physical security measures by 
deploying IP-based cameras from 
mesh nodes. 

Much as you can deploy mesh nodes to

Another case for 
mesh networking is temporary wire- 
less networks such as those for a con- 
ference or other special event. 

Mesh networking has many advan- 
tages over traditional wireless net- 
working, especially in a small to 
midsized enterprise environment. As a 
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Mesh nodes such as Firetide's HotPort 3100 Indoor 
Mesh Node are plug and play and are an extension of 
your existing wired/wireless network. 



networking technology, mesh 
networking also thrives in atypical 
scenarios where traditional wireless 
networking stumbles, such as ware- 
house environments or structures that 
contain lots of steel and wiring 
that interfere with signals broadcast 
from traditional wireless routers. 
Additionally, the cost of adding mesh 
network nodes to extend your existing 
network is oftentimes more economi- 
cal than running Ethernet cable. 

While mesh networks are gaining 
ground in such applications as hospi- 
tality networks, public and private 
Wi-Fi hotzones, and healthcare and 
campus environments, SMEs can look 
to mesh networking solutions for 
secure, redundant, and flexible wire- 
less networking. 

Magnus Gunnarsson, vice president 
of product management for Firetide, a 
mesh networking hardware manufac- 
turer, says, "Mesh technology has 
been around since the '70s and is now 
being packaged for more commercial 
uses. Wi-Fi is the driver behind mesh 
networking, but ultimately there is a 
paradox to building wireless net- 
works. Running wires to access points 
is expensive. With mesh networking, 
there is no need for running new 
Ethernet." 

According to Gunnarsson, "Mesh 
networking adds security and redun- 
dancy to your network." Unlike 
traditional Wi-Fi networks, mesh is 
self-healing and resilient. Because of 
the nature of mesh networking, it 
eliminates single points of failure. 
Mesh networking hardware can 
accommodate three layers of securi- 
ty, including basic WEP (Wireless 
Encryption Protocol) and up to 256- 
bit AES (Advanced Encryption 
Standard) encryption. 

Mesh Networks can support multiple 
VLANs (virtual local-area networks) on 



one physical trunk of your network or 
across your enterprise network. 

While mesh nodes as a hardware 
device may share some kinship with 
wired or wireless access points, it's 
important to see mesh networking via 
mesh nodes as a way to extend your 
existing wired and wireless network. A 
mesh network is fully compatible and 
interoperable with all the major net- 
working protocols, including VPN tun- 
nels, IPv6, and other major standards. 
Additionally, a mesh network as a 
VPN switch can support non-IP 
protocols including NetBIOS, 
SNA, and AppleTalk. 

Mesh Networking As A 
Wireless Networking 
Alternative 

The startup costs for imple- 
menting a mesh node or nodes in 
your SME are for a complete 
hardware/software solution. 
There is no requirement for 
specialized services engagements 
to install the hardware. However, 
some situations, such as dealing 
with facilities that include a lot 
of steel or other heavy obstruc- 
tions, may require a site survey. 
Firetide's Gunnarsson, speaking 
from experience, ranks buildings 
with a lot of steel infrastructure as 
a tricky situation requiring a site sur- 
vey, so the radio signals from mesh 
nodes can traverse the obstructions. 

Mesh nodes are plug and play. 
Take, for example, the HotPort 3100 
Indoor Mesh Node from Firetide 
(www.firetide.com). You can plug 
the mesh node directly into an open 
network port using an Ethernet cable. 
The mesh node includes its own 
management and configuration soft- 
ware to get your mesh network up 
and running in under an hour, accord- 
ing to Gunnarsson. 

After plugging the mesh node into 
an existing network, the attached 
mesh node becomes an Internet gate- 
way, and if you are deploying multi- 
ple mesh nodes, the nodes will find 
each other to form the mesh network. 

Another appeal of mesh networks is 
their integrated management soft- 
ware. When developing requirements 
for a mesh network, consider mesh 
networking solutions with intuitive 
centralized management tools that 
can manage single or multiple mesh 
networks from a single LAN or 
WAN. The management software 
should also include live monitoring 
over individual mesh nodes and the 
entire mesh network.

The New School 
Of Network Analysis 



How Healthy Is 
Your System, Really? 

by Chris A. MacKinnon 

Networks are getting larger and more 
complex, and IT managers and network 
engineers are faced with a growing number 
of network technologies. Although some 
would rather balance the enterprise on one 
finger, most IT staff are increasingly con- 
cerned about network management and 
analysis. Terry Slattery, CEO and founder 
of Netcordia, says the current state of net- 
work analysis is forcing IT staff to seek out 
tools that provide automation, integration, 
and a much broader scope. 

Slattery says there are several niche play- 
ers focusing on specific network technolo- 
gies such as route analysis or VoIP analysis, 
but Netcordia covers comprehensive net- 
work analysis, including configuration, 
VoIP, VLANs, routing, wireless, and VPN 
analysis. He says, "The niche products can 
be very deep in their respective areas, but it 
is unrealistic in terms of both price and 
time to expect a network engineer to be able 
to master all of these tools and still have 



ability in the infrastructure. He says while 
these don't sound as alluring as Gig E, 
WiMAX, and Web services, the reality is 
that network engineers are being required 
to run their networks in a far more mature 
and businesslike manner than before. 
Slattery says gone are the days of experi- 
ments on the production network, undocu- 
mented changes, and finger-pointing to 
other departments. 

Slattery says IT infrastructure people 
need to be responsible for infrastructure 
security vulnerabilities, just as 
the IT security department 
maintains the firewall, client, 
and server security. He says 
they need to be able to produce 
frequent network audits and 
maintain the consistency, com- 
pleteness, and documented status of all 
network device configurations. All of 
these tasks can be tedious and time-con- 
suming, Slattery says, so they must be 
automated. 

NetMRI, Netcordia' s enterprise network 
analysis appliance, does precisely that. 
Slattery says, "The beauty of it is the sim- 
plicity of its approach in providing configu- 
ration audit reports, the immediate value it

One very significant difference is that 
NetMRI is based upon our Diagnostic Base 
of preconfigured best-practice models and 
rules, so more time is spent fixing problems 
rather than working on setting up and main- 
taining the tool." 

Another significant factor, Slattery notes, 
is NetMRI' s ability to analyze network sub- 
systems where multiple routers and switches 
must operate correctly to provide network 
connectivity for business-critical applica- 
tions.

TWO TERMS 




I NFC (Near Field Communication) 

What it is: NFC is a new wireless tech- 
nology that has a very low — up to 10 
centimeters — range and operates on the 
13.56MHz frequency band. This low operating 
range makes NFC ideal for applications where data must 
be exchanged between two electronic devices very close to 
each other. A Philips spokesperson said NFC's small oper- 
ating range simplifies security because NFC-enabled devices will 
only "hear" other devices that come within the operating range. 

Why you should care: NFC backers are promoting the use of 
NFC as a way to standardize and really increase the use of con- 
tactless technology for commercial purposes. With an NFC- 
enabled phone, a customer will be able to purchase a concert 
ticket or pay for gasoline simply by placing her mobile phone 
near an NFC-enabled POS (point of sale) terminal. So wireless 
carriers, cell phone manufacturers, and credit card issuers are all 
jumping on the NFC bandwagon. 

Related products and manufacturers: Philips and Sony are 
developing NFC chips for use in NFC-enabled handsets from 
manufacturers such as Nokia, Samsung, and Motorola. Also, 



companies such as VIVOTech manufacture and market POS ter- 
minals and devices that "talk NFC." 

I RFID (radio frequency identification) 

What it is: RFID is the use of electronic "tags," also known as 
transponders, to store information about something. The type of 
information usually stored in an RFID tag is some type of identi- 
fication. So a manufacturer can use RFID technology to mark 
products with lot numbers, company information, price, etc. 
RFID tags can be read using specialized readers that retrieve the 
information in a tag by capturing the radio frequency transmitted 
by the tag. The commercial applications of RFID technology 
appear limitless. 

Why you should care: Corporate titans such as Wal-Mart are 
embracing RFID. Wal-Mart's use of RFID means businesses 
that work with the behemoth (maybe even your company) will 
have to use RFID. For example, Wal-Mart might request that all 
suppliers mark their products with RFID tags. 

Related products and manufacturers: Examples include 
major players such as Texas Instruments, IBM, and even 
Microsoft, plus a whole slew of small and medium-sized compa- 
nies manufacturing and marketing RFID equipment.
